Pianist William Aide received his musical degrees from the 
University of Toronto and the Juilliard School of Music. In 
1962, he won first prize in the CBC Talent Festival and the 
- Canada Council Award for Young Performing Artists. He is a 
distinguished solo recitalist, chamber musician and accompanist. 
He has collaborated with conductors Walter Susskind, Charles
